GENERAL SICKLES.
From the N, Y. Trilune,

We 5imp]y eall attention to the Washin
despatohes iu some of our contemporaries in
referemos to the relations of General Blokles
towards the President, and deny upon autho-
rity the statement that there has besn any
vmisunderstandivg.’”” All the interviews be-
tween” General Fiokles and President Grant
h.‘-‘ mn aapppi!“’ 'fiBnli' ‘ud M?dil!.

We understand tuat the President took an
early oocasion, after his inanguration, to ten-
der to Genseral Siokles various publio employ-
ments. He was offered & command in one of
the Southern States, which he deolined; and
the mission to Mexioo, whioh, for domestio
reasons, be was compelled also to declive.
He was asked to accept the mission to Bpain.
The President has recognized in General
Sickles & man of more than ordinary gifts
with a brilliant record during the war, an
gelf-sacrifioing in his devotion to the Republi-
oan party. Enw men have been so strongly
tempted. When President Johnson meditated
his defeetion from the party which made him
President, (teneral Sickles was among the men
he eapacially sought to geduce. He named him
toa prominent foreign mission, He tendered
him the Collectorship of the Port of New
York, and we believe it was understoed that
he might have snooreded Mr, Stanton as Beora-
tary of War. He was sent into the Carolinas
at & oritioal time in the work of reconstruotion.
If he had oarried out the spirit of Mr. John-
gon's policy he might have paralyzed the
loyal element in those States, and delayed,
if not destroyed, their rehabilitation. No
(General was more patient, earnest, and liberal
in his polioy both towards the blacks and the
whites. hile with one hand he secured

freedom to the oppressed, with the
other be showed justice and animity to
the d t Rebel party. His administra-

tion wasg brilliant and successful, He brought
the Carolinas into proper relations with the
Government, No States have been more thor-
oughly reconstruocted. He was stricken down
on the'eve of the completion of the work, be-
caunge he refused to obey the mandates of the
President. Coming back to the Northsrn
Btates, ho gave his time and intellect to the
oonsolidation of the Eepublioan party, on the
basis of nniversal suffrage, and especially to
the nomination of General Grant as the candi-
date of that party, Hewasamong the earliest
supporters of General Grant for the Presiden-
tial nomination.

Beoause of this record, Geueral Bickles is
now made & target for the virulent abuse of
the enemies of freedom. He leaves the army;
he takes no public office; he returns to oivil
life. Those who attacked him when he was a
leader in the party of justice, now attack him
as a private ocitizen. We regret to lose his
counsels and his efforts at this time. There
are few men se gifted now in publio emnloga-
ment. The assanlts made npon him wi
regardéd by his fellow-conntrymen as the idle
wind which passes by. General Siokles be-
longs to history. The nation which he has
served so well will surround him in his re-
tirement with its confidence and ita sapport.
BPANISH OUTRAGES ON THE AMERICAN

notoriously unwarranted proceedings of the
Spanish cruisers in the veighboring waters of
the island of Cuba. The geizure of the
American brig Mary Lowell, while lying at
Ragged Isl in cbarge of the Eoglish cus-
toms officers; the landing of an armed force
on the British territory of Stirrunp Key in
pursuit of the crew of the steamer Comandi-
tario; the capture of the British schooner Jeff
Davis while at gea, and the shooting of two
of her passengers; the seizing of two passen-
era on board the Amerioan schooner Lizzie
ajor, while manpy leagues from shore, and
taking them as prisoners to Caibarien, per-
haps to be executed withont trial; and the
final deoision of the Spanish Admiralty Coart
in Havaoathat the brig Mary Lowell is a legal
rize, are all euch flagrant violatioms of the
aw of nations that they can have but one in-
terpretation, and that is that they are parts of
s meditated design, the object of which has

not been made apparent.

The Spanish naval officers are, in general,
well-edaoated men, and are far from being so
ignorant of military and naval law aa the
eommission of these acts would seem to indi-
cate. But even it those holding snbordinate
grades are not versed in international law,
their superier officers are not only well read
and apt E the use of ita dusty tomes, bat in
the organization of the milltary and naval
bureaus in Cuba ample provision is made for
the constant intervention of competent legal
akill in their proceedings. The plea of igno-
rance Is therefore inadmissible, and some
other reason for these flagrant outrages must
be found. To our mind this exists in the
conviotion on the part of the Bpanish antho-
rities that they are incompetent to put down
the existing revelution in Cuba, and that ths
best solution for their diffioalties ia to 8o com-
plicate the matter with neighboring powers

+ a8 to bring forolble inteérvention, and thuns
save the honor of Spain. It wounld bs dis-
honor to be whipped by Caba nnaided; bat to
giveup Cuba under & complioated pressure
from the United States and England wounld
not inour that stigma, and would leave open
the olaim for remnuperation, as intimated re-
oently by our Madrid correspondent.

But whatever may be the motive of the
Bpanish officers in committing these outrages,
the safety and integrity of the American flag
upon the high seas and in“the porta of a

ndly pation must be secured. Mr. Fish
may entertain grave fears that a courss of
&mp‘r sell-respect on our part will involve us
t relations with Eogland, Franos,

and Spain; but the American people entertain
no such tremors. They, on the other hand,
have & pretty thorongh oonviotion that it is
¥ time our Government did semsthing effsotive

" towards making the Btars and Stripes a sale
flag upon the ocean, as it was in the days of

yors, Noprinciples of maritime law are more
olear or more universally admitted than that
of the national jurisdiotion extending to the
distanoe of one marine league from the shors,
and that when a ship is at sea beyond the
marine lengue from shore she forms a part of
the territory of the nation whose flag she beara.

CANADA'S OHAGRIN,
From the N. Y. Worid.

The anpexation of Canada is disonssed with
suoh earnestness by the radioal press in the
United States that the Cavadiana, if they ware
of aless phlegmatio turn, wight well begin
to shiver in their shoes. Whatever may ba
the gecret conviotions of intelligent Canadians
in regard to the policy of the proposed mea
gure, there can be no donbt that the preja-
dices of the Csnadian people are very strongly
sgaivst it. The Toronto Leader, speaking in
behalf of this prejudice alone, affeots to deride
the appexaiion talk on both sides of the bor-
der:—*“Not the ravings of a silly New Bruns-
wicker, nor the ununatural exocitement of the
Nova Scotians, por any nuomber of aunexation
letters or dubions editorials,'” aays the Leader,
‘‘are true indioes of an annexation feeling in
Canada. Thers is mno suoh feeling. An odd
pereon here and there may be fool enough to
prate it. Buat the heart of the country is
sternly opposed to it. It loves momnarehioal
institntions; it venerates the mother conntry.”’
All which leads us to infer that Canada is
rather alarmed and stirred np by this subject
already—as, indeed, she may be when she
duly considers her unfortunate depéndence
npon the mother conntry, and the faot that
the United Btates Government, as adminis-
tered by an ambitions military President, is
cnrrently reported to intend to acoept or
snalch the new Dominion as a moderate off-
#et to the Alabama claims. President Grant’s
acquisitive propensities were shadowed forth
in the World's Washington correspondence
gome days ago; and the tone of radical jour-
nals like the I'ribune, Herald, Times, Phila-
delphia Inguirer, and Cincionatl Commercial,
indicates that those Brornaltlu are mnot alto-
gether unpopunlar, Under the cironmstances,
the best recommendations we oan offar to the
Canadian press is that it devote itself, not to
vain protests against a destiny which it might
be impossible to avert, but to an immediate,
gystematic “orylog up’ of the wvalue of that
torritor{ a8 a dwelling-place for good Ameri-
cang. By this means the newspapers of the
period In the New Dominion will obtain far
more gubsoribers, and the land-owners of the
period many more shekels for aores, when
anpexation is a fact and the hordes of New
England shall pour aocross the border, than
they otherwise will.

THE HAYTIEN PROJECT AND ITS IN-
FLUKNCE.
From the N, Y. Times.

Although with the adjeurnment of Congress
the Haytien project, in i1ts triple guise of pro-
teotton, purchase, and apnexation, camse to
an end, yet so did not, probably, its insidious
influence. We shall almost certainly see it
sgain next December; for familiarity with a
propoeition, however odions, ofien paves the
way 1o success, especially if the right sort of
details are made mauifest and the right sort
concealed, It I8 in politics, sometimes, as in
the poet's line,'we firat ‘‘endure, then pity,then
embrace;'’ and it is pomething of & trinmph for
the San Domivgo project that we have been
able to “‘endure.”

Of course we do not mean to assert that in
politics, as in physics, the axiom that “‘aetion
and reaotion are equal and in opposite direc-
tioms,”” is mathematioally trus; on the con-
trary, we hardly believe any '‘reaction’ mnext
year regarding the Banks project will induce
Columbia to embrace a8 her children the sons
of layti and davghtersof Domimgo. Still,
the rebufl of the last session will not insare
the abandonment of the mischievous projeot,
which is more likely to be held in abey-
ance till somethiog favorable ‘“turns up.”

Now, exactly how much huambug thers s in

the Hayti business, and how much swindle in
the Si. Domingo, it ia hard to say. We only
koow that it has been pressed nunblushingly,
despite npiversal popular disapproval; and we
know that the very presentation of snoh pro-
jects injores our or«fit and geod repute in the
eyes of the world. It is with reason that the
London Times declares that “‘it is through
gnch discnssions in the Honse as that on the
protectorate of Hsyti and St. Domingo that
the American charsuter is misapprehended;”’
and it is a truth which we feel quite as keenly
as do transatlantic observers, that *‘the sonnd
conclusions of the majority are scarcely able
to efface the memory of the wild theories
that are broached, and apparently received
with respect until she final decision is ex-
preseed.’’
The truth is—and it is a very annoying and
shamefnl one—that the lobbies of the national
Legislature have come to be the resort of all
classes of foreigu as well as native schemers.
Baez, for example, takes it for granted that by
adroit management he can foist off Ban Do-
mingo upon us, and if not that, then at least
Samans, in order to replenish his exbansted
treasury, and thereby maintain some time
fonger his inseonre ssat. That the protecto-
rate proposition is overwhelmingly defeated,
that the purchase project is not even ventured,
that the annexation resolution is not suffured
to come to & vote, are faots which do not de-
stroy the bad moral influence exhaled by the
very reception and discussion of snch schemes
m the House,

Doubtless, sashes and bullionfringe contri-
bute nothing of thelr essence Lo the sweeiness
of human charity; yet these are often insepa-
rable.
